- The President reported to his 
fe Legionnaires, many of 
whom served under him in 
North Africa and Europe, that 
the United States today “has 
the most powerful.and most ef- 
ficient fighting force it has ever 
maintained short of all-out war.” 
He then added: ae 

“For a century and a half the 
republic has prided itself on its 
refusal to maintain large stand- 
ing military forces. We have 
relied instead upon the civilian 
soldier. But we have done so 
without being fair to the private 
citizén or to the security of the 
nation. We have failed miser- 
ably to maintain that strong, 
ready military reserve in which 
we have believed for 150 years. 

“Now at long last we must 
build such a reserve. And we 
must maintain it. Wishful think- 
ing and political timidity must 
no longer bar a program so ab- 
solutely essential to our : de- 
fense.” 

Atiswers Criticism on Reserve. 

Answering long-standing criti- 
eisms of the present reserve 
sys , he said: 

“One point about this needs 
special emphasis: 

-“This (expanded) reserve will 
not ‘unfairly burden men who 
have already served 

“Establishment of an adequate 
réserve—an objective for which 
the American Legion and other 
patriotic organizations have 
vainly fought for generations— 
will ‘be a number-one item sub- 
mitted to the Congress next 
year.” 

The address was essentially 
non-partisan but with a few 
political overtones when the 
President praised the Republi- 
can.

The new legislation also, for 
the first time, opens the door 
for development of a private 
power industry within the 
United States.

Effect Abroad. 

‘As to the act’s application 
abroad, Mr. Eisenhower said it 
will “greatly strengthen our 
common defense and security.” 
He said America’s allies, armed 
with atomic data from the United 
States, will be in a better posi- 
tion to evaluate enemy atomic 
capabilities, to train a defense 
and to learn how to use atomic 
weapons. 

The President recalled his 
suggestion last December that 
nations with atomic materials 
and know how—including the 
Soviet Union—pool their re- 


der the United Nations for 
peaceful application of nuclear 
power. He said the new law 
reflects “the fervent desire of 
our people” to go ahead with 
this idea. 

“Although progress on this 
plan has been impeded by So- 
viet obstruction and delay,” Mr. 
Eisenhower said, “we intend to 
proceed—with the co-operation 
and participation of the Soviet 
Union if possible, without it, if 
necessary.” » 

He noted that the act would 
permit United States technicians 
to help friendly nations build 
atomic reactors and permit use 
of these nuclear engines for re- 
search and power. This, Mr. 
Eisenhower said, lays the 
groundwork “for wider partici- 
pation in the peacetime applica- 
tions of atomic energy.” 

Signs With 14 Pens. 

On the question of drawing 
private industry more closely 
into the atomic field at home, 
Mr. Eisenhower said: 

“Private industry is enabled 
to participate more fully in the 
development of economic nu- 
clear power, while the Govern- 
ment continues to assist this 
progress with basic research and 
the building of experimental re- 
actors.” 

The Président used 14 pens as 
he signed the various copies of 
the bill. 

The bill specifically approves 
an explosive proposal for the 
AEC to contract with a southern 
utility group for a new private 
steam plant at West Memphis, 
Ark., to supply the Tennessee 
valley area with another 600,- 
000 kilowatts of energy by 1957.

3. The proposed treaty area 
has been expanded to specifical- 
ly include free Viet Nam, Cam- 
bodia and Laos in Indochina and

4. The term “treaty area” has

Asia and the Southwest Pacific.” 
The word “Communist” has 
been inserted in both the pre- 
amble and the main text to pin- 
point the reason for forming the 
organization. 
The source said the new em- 
phasis on the economic stability 
and social ,well-being of partici- 
pating nations instead of a mili- 
tary alliance had “knocked the 
teeth” out of the project. 

He said the latest draft fol- 
lows the patterns of the United 
States - Australia- New Zealand 
mutual ‘defense agreement. This 
calls for consultation in event 
of an armed attack to determine 
what steps should. be taken for 
common defense. 

Philippine Position. 

The. Philippines wants a 
pledge of immediate aid in the 
event of an attack upon any of 
the protected nations or areas, 

Gen. Carlos P. Romulo said 
today there’ should be guaran- 
tees of “instantaneous common 
action” against Communist ag- 
gression. He said the Philip- 
pines would not gain additional 
security in an alliance unless it 
was patterned after NATO, call- 
ing for immediate action on the 
part of participating nations in 
case one is attacked.

They were among some 300 
American technicians sent to 
Indochina during the siege of 
Dien Bien Phu to help service 
American planes flown by the 
French. 

French authorities said the 
Communists were placing the 
“greatest difficulties” in the way 
of the release of Brig.

HONG KONG, Aug. 30 (AP) 
—Hong Kong cleaned up today 
after typhoon Ida — the city’s 
worst in 10 years—and found 
loss of life and damage slight 
considering the intensity of the 
gale.

Asked what advice Fleming 
had given fellow prisoners re- 
garding the leaflet, MacGhee 
told the court:

M: FELLOW VETERANS: For! 


the third time since World| 

War II, 1 am honored to join | 
a national eonvention of the) 
American Legion. With you, I) 
give thanks that—at last—we 
can come together at a time 
when the sounds of battlefields, 
everywhere in the world, have 
been. stilled. 


In such a gathering made up | 
of those who have served our | 
country in time of war, it seems | 
fitting that we turn our atten- | 
tion to our international affairs | 
and the nation’s security. In| 
saying this, I do not mean that | 
any group or any section of | 
America has a monopoly either 
of interest or of wisdom in deal- 
ing” with complex world prob- 
lems. The opposite is true. The 
term, bipartisan participation, is 
too narrow to describe accurate- 


cans should maintain in this 


‘great area of vital concern. 


Rather we should speak of uni- 
versal or national participation, 


which would in turn imply seri- | 


ous study, analysis and debate of 


every proposal and issue pre- | 


sented. 


Stability in our national pur- 
poses is essential. 


Obviously this cannot be ob- 


tained if there is to be marked 
change—or if the world is to 
fear a marked chatige — with 
every veering of the partisan 
political wind. 

People Must Be Informed. 

The only answer is that the 
whole American people must be 
informed and their decisions be 
made clear. 


Of course it Is obvious that 
much of the diplomatic work, 
particularly those efforts that 
are classed as preparatory to- 
ward the reaching of agree- 
ments, be conducted in confi- 
dence. 
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The political situations in the 
several free countries are not 
identical, and premature dis- 
closures or positions and argu- 
ments could very well bar the 
attainment of any reasonable 
solution, 

But the broad objectives and 
purposes and on the acceptable 
methods of obtaining them, the 
American people must be fully 
informed. Thus their decisions 
will be appropriate to the situ- 
ation and the world will know 
that they are stable in terms 
of time. 


This comprehensive approach 


_is difficult to achieve; perfec- 
tion cannot, of course, be at- 


tained. But the first lesson in 
today’s complicated world af- 
fairs is that they are far too im- 
portant to all of us for any one 
party or any one group to risk 
the exclusion of other Ameri- 
cans in reaching answers that 
will eventually affect the fate 
of all of us. Success or failure

Several Important Truths. 

Basic to our analysis of our 
world situation is clear recog- 
nition of several important 
truths. I mention only a few of 
these, but these few we can 
forget only at our peril. 

The first is that the Commu- 
nist dictatorship — ruthless, 
strong, insatiable—is determined 
to establish its sway over all 
the world. This truth requires 
no elaboration. All Americans 
recognize it as fact. 

The second truth is that the 
Communist dictatorship is 
adroit in its selection and use of 
every imaginable weapon to 
achieve its ends. It uses force 
and the threat of force. It uses 
bribery, subversion and sabotage. 
It uses propaganda. 


This last weapon—propaganda 
—is one which emphatically re- 
quires from us new and aggres- 
sive counter-measures. There is 
a dangerous disproportion be- 
tween our country's efforts to 
tell the truth about freedom and 
our nation’s objectives, on the 
one hand, and the propaganda of 


the Red dictatorship on the 
other. For every spokesman of 


freedom that we assign to the 
struggle for men's minds and 
hearts, the Communists assign 
scores; for every dollar we 
spend ‘for informe. pur- 
poses, they spend 50 opposi- 
tion; for every word we utter in 
the cause of liberty and faith, 
they utter thousands to extol 
their system and to degrade and 
defame the values of the free. 

Legionnaires, we must 
preach, demonstrate and tire- 
lessly sell the vitality and 
value of freedom in the world. 
Nothing is more dangerous to 
our cause than to expect 
America’s message to be heard 
if we don’t bother ‘to tell it. 

We must reaffirm to the op- 
pressed masses-of the world the 
great truth ‘that . God who 
gave life to: hu ty, at th 
same time gave the right of lib- 
erty to.man.. A in our own 
interest, we must apply bottr our 
intelligence and the necessary 
material means to assist other 
peoples to realize for themselves 
the blessings of om ahd 
self-government. 

Another Red weapon which 
we must vigorously counter is 
subversion, This phase of the 
world-wide battle goes on con- 
stantly.

I have dealt with two truths 
essential to our appraisal of the 
world situation—the implacabil- 
ity of the Communists who use 
any weapon to achieve their 
ends.

The Fourth Truth. 


The fourth truth, closely re- 
lated to the third, is this: From 
the resources of the free world 
must be developed the many 


kinds of strength required to 


oppose successfully the broad 
front of Communist pressure. 

We and our friends must 
be strong spiritually and in- 
tellectually, so that neither 
fear, nor ignorance, nor lack 
of determination can lead us 
into defeat, 

There must be a strong, 
free world economy so that 
free nations can support the 
military strength they need 
and help alleviate hunger, 
privation and despair, which 
the Communist leaders so suc- 
cessfully exploit. 

The free world must be 
strong in arms—to discourage 
aggression, or to defeat it if 
the Communists are so unwise 
at to attack. 

This task of keeping the free 
world strong and healthy is com- 
plex and continuous. It is in- 
deed difficult to organize world 
peace, It calls for steady effort 
by the free nations to work pa- 
tiently together in solving prob- 
lems reaching to every corner 
of the globe. Inevitably this 
process is marked by setbacks 
as well as successes. In Europe, 
for example, the progress on 
EDC has not fulfilled our hopes. 
Yet meanwhile, long-standing 
disputes in Egypt and Iran have 
been. settled, and measures for 
collective defense are going for- 
ward in southeast Asia. Neither 
the ups nor downs justify any 
slackening of our efforts. The 
free world must build on its suc- 
cesses and be spurred to new 
endeavor by its setbacks. 

The fifth truth—most impor- 
tant to us as a nation—involves 
our own place and function in 
the great co-operative effort to 
preserve security and peace. 

Of all the free nations our 
country is in many ways the 
richest and the strongest. Thus 
there is imposed upon us a heavy 
share of the whole burden of 
free world security. Obviously 
we cannot help others unless we 
remain strong ourselves—strong 
in spirit, in productivity, and in 
military might. 

Military Statistics. 


- Now, a few plain statistical 
facts about our military. 

Our military strength is the 
product of our scientists, our 
working men and women, our in- 
dustrialists, our military leader- 
shipour entire people. 


Today the United States has 
the most powerful and the most 
efficient fighting force it has 
ever maintained short of all-out 
war. In fact, in some respects, 
it is the most powerful ever de- 
veloped. 

We have an air force of grow- 
ing effectiveness. It has 50 per 
cent more jets than last year. 
It possesses awesome power. 

We have a mighty navy, with 
13,000 active aircraft. It is a 
world leader in nuclear propul- 
son. 

We have our strongest peace-

soldier. But we have d 
without being fair either te 


ern weapons, trained under 
modern doctrine. It is capable 
of carrying out its assignments 
in the modern World. 

We have a Marine Corps, 
tough and strong, rightly proud 
of its traditional spirit and 
readiness. ae 

And all. this great power is 
supported by developing intelli- 
gence and warning systems of 
constantly increasing effective- 
ness and scope. o 

Perhaps you would permit me 
to interject here the “ciyil de- 
fense program. The ci fense 
program must be remembered 
as.an arm of national defense. 
What the American Legion can 
do to inspire people to partici- 
pate in civil defense adds that 
much to our national gnd indi- 
vidual security. “. 


By no means do I intend this 
series, of facts about the char- 
acter of our fighting ferces to 


be interpreted as blustering or 
as a threat to anyone. > 

Let us always remefiber that 
our basic objective t peace. 
But in our search for peace- 
indeed, in order to eebance it 
—we are determined to remain 
secure. 

Another thing about this 
fighting force: 

For a century and a half the 
republic has prided itself on its 
refusal to maintain . d- 
ing military forces. We re- 
lied, instead, upon the c

Need for Strong Reserve? 

Now, at long last, we must 
build such a reserve. .A e 
must maiptain it. Wishful think- 
ing and political timidity .must 
no longer bar a progratty $6 ab- 
solutely essential to our defense. 

One point about this needs 
special emphasis: 

This reserve will not unfair- 
ly burden men who have al- 
ready served. ere

In respect to that pursuit of 
peace, America does not change. 
No responsible individual—no 
political party — wants war or 
wants to damage America.

No matter 
how deep may be our dif- 
ferences in other fields, in 
this we are all Americans—noth- 
ing else! We must recognize 
that, in applying such a policy 
to the many troublesome and 
difficult problems which heset 
the free world, there will con- 
tinue to be differences of opin- 
ion and friction about particular 
issues.

In the quest for peace, we 
have sought to resolve specific 
international disputes. In June 
of last year, we negotiated a 
truce which ended the Korean 
war, preserved the Republic of 
Korea’s freedom, and frustrated 
the Communist design for con- 
quest. In January, at the Berlin 
conference, we sought a Com- 
munist agreement to the estab- 
lishment of a free and united 
Germany and an Austrian peace 
treaty. At Geneva, in April, we 
sought the peaceful unification 
of Korea and tried to help set- 
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{Other Ways to Curb Tensions. 
We have suggested other 
means for reducing tensions. In 
April last year, our nation out- 
lined general principles for 
world understanding. Last De- 
cember we suggested the inter- 
national pooling of atomic re- 
sources for peaceful purposes. 
Unfortunately, the Communist 
reaction to both proposals has 
been indifferent, or negative.

They dug 20,000 holes, and dug them any old place at 
all. Of the 20,000 “wells,” only about 25 produced tsable water. 
There lies one of the biggest problems of present-day Com- 
munist China, and one of the big reasons why Communist China 
is likely to be frightened of involvement in a large-scale war.

In a remote county, a commissar 
whose power went to his head 
could easily turn warlord, col- 
lecting local tribute and ruling 
in much the same way as local 
warlords have done for centu- 
ries. 

Control at Top Level. 

The Communists have con- 
trol at the top level, but at the 
lower levels a regional bureau- 
cracy has grown up which can 
defy Peiping at times. Periodic- 
ally, there is probably a violent 
cleanup when Red army units 
ean be sent in for the job. And 
often, after the army units 
leave, fatm reform reinvestiga- 
tion teams visit the rebellious 
areas only to find that between 
the army’s departure and the 
teams’ arrival, an entirely new 
set of landlords has established 
itself, complete with money- 
lending, mortgages, hired labor 
and other remnants of the old 
days.

To Improve the Vote 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have read with much interest 
various letters appearing in this col- 
timn regarding the light primary 
vote, boss control and various reme- 
dies for correction. 

I, too, would like to make some 
suggestions which I believe will pro- 
vide improvement. 

First, eliminate the separate party 
ballots, changing the law to permit 
this, and let the voter select his 
party secretly and vote in the pri- 
mary for this selected political party 
only. The net result will be that 
many citizens will yote who otherwise 
refrain from voting as they do not 
wish to disclose their political lean- 
fine. 

Second, back up the police officer 
who would dare to do his duty en- 
forcing the law in and alput the poll- 
{ng place. 

Third, the newspapers render serv- 
{ce in printing some background of 
each candidate chiefly obtained from 
the candidate. In a few cases a spe- 
cific recommendation is made. Why 
not do the same on all candidates? 
This might eliminate the so-called 
boss recommendations. You can 
jeave some offices open where deci- 
sion can be for either candidate. 


Fourth, the Election Board should 
supply a duplicate tally shect, pos- 
sibly colored paper to distinguish it 
from the original white. on which 
the tally could be marked before 
transferring to the white original. 
Return this copy with the ballots 
and other papers. The board knows 
or should know that 95 per cent or 
more precincts now make a sample 
tally sheet, so why not recognize the 
feasibility of this method and im- 
prove it? 

Fifth, for willful miscounting and 
lack of counting, punish severely as 
an example to all.

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Affront to All 
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Still a Farm Crisis 

President Eisenhower has signed the farm 
bill which represents one of the major vic- 
tories of his Administration in Congress. But 
it is the safest forecast in the world to say 
that he has not settled the farm problem. It 
is sure to return to haunt Congress again and 
again. 

The Republicats’ flexible price support pro- 
gram is neither so wonderful as they make it 
out, nor so bad as the Democrats paint it. 

A wartime system of high and rigid price 
supports, designed to insure the production of 
extraordinary food supplies in an emergency, 
simply could not: be maintained when the ex- 
traordinary demand had disappeared. To main- 
tain the wartime system would mean piling up 
unmanageable surpluses and dislocating the 
farm economy in countless ways. 

Democratic opposition to flexible price sup- 
ports thus was largely political in inspiration. 
It was another case of ins and outs. Had the 
Democrats been in power they would have been 
compelled to sponsor flexible supports, and had 
the Republicans been in opposition they might 
have capitalized on that by backing high and 
rigid supports. 

The remarkable thing was that the expected 
groundswell of firm belt opinion in support of 
the Democratic position never came. Farmers 
are no doubt divided on the issue, but apparent- 
ly enough of them understood the long range 
unreasonableness of high and rigid supports to 
make it politically possible for the Republicans 
to stand by the Administration bill. 

Who would say, however, that this means 
everything is rosy on the farms? Quite the 
contrary, The farm economy is in trouble, 
serious trouble, and all who remember that the 
depression of the ’30s followed half a dozen 
years of growing farm distress will recognize 
that the nation cannot let the decline of farm 
income and the. squeeze on marginal small 
farmers go untended indefinitely. 

The truth is that price supports in them- 
selves, whether rigid or flexible, do not meet 
the problem of declining farm income. That is 
demonstrated by recent experience. Farm in- 
come has been going down even though price 
supports have been high and rigid. Certainly 
reducing the level of support and reducing the 
parity formula are not going to increase farm 
income; they may very likely contribute to fur- 
ther declines. 

So the change in method of price support, 

while overdue and unavoidable, may turn out to 
be irrelevant to the central issue, which is: How 
can the farm economy, with a minimum of regi- 
mented control, be kept prosperous enough to 
perform its essential function of helping to 
maintain full employment? 
*Toward the answering of that question both 
parties need to summon the best that is in them 
of constructive statesmanship. Essentially the 
problem is to find a workable and just substi- 
tute for price supports. Merely allowing the 
farm economy to drift is no such substitute, as 
painful experience has taught us. There must 
be a plan, a program, a policy. : 

That party which makes the most sincere at- 
tempt to develop such a policy will best deserve 
the confidence of the farm belt and of the 
nation. ree: 
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The Salute for Esprit-de-Corps 

Right in the midst of its modernization pro- 
gram, as it studies the mushroom-shaped cloud 
of the A-bomb»blast, the Army is reaching into 
the past to restore the hand salute to an arm- 
tiring, basis. The present practice of saluting 
only in military areas will be extended to re- 
quire officers and enlisted men to exchange 
salutes whenever and wherever they meet ex- 
cept when it would be “manifestly inappropri- 
ate or impractical.” 


This practice also was revived early in World 
War II after a 20-year lapse but was discon- 
tinued in 1948. It is being revived this Wednes- 
day, the Army explains, to increase esprit-de- 
corps by engendering pride in serving the na- 
tion and in wearing the uniform. Whether it will 
accomplish that end or not it is difficult to say. 

The controversy over saluting probably began 
not long after Gen. George Washington got his 
first salute from a ragged Continental Army 
private. The guardhouse lawyer, the eight-ball 
and the sloppy Joe, as well as the individualist, 
have been in the forefront of those who never 
cared to exchange salutes with anyone. And the 
pompous officer, with far more self-esteem than 
military ability, has always soured even the 
according-to-regs soldier on saluting. 

With the salute restored, the field officer and 
the Pentagon politico, the grizzled master ser- 
geant and the brand new second lieutenant, 
the man with the combat infantryman’s badge 
and the headguarters expert with the chair- 
borne charactéristics will flinch as they ex- 
change salutes. There will only be a mutual 
feeling of satisfaction when both of the saluters 
happen to be men whose temperament and abil- 
ity have made them career soldiers. 
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Brazil Repeats a Theme 

Behind the struggles of the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment to keep order ‘and the Communist-fo- 
mented riots following the suicide of President 
Getulio Vargas, there is a theme which has had 
constant repetition in the underdeveloped 
countries of the world. We have heard it be- 
fore—from Asia and the Middle East to Guate- 
mala and southward. 

This is the theme of angry nationalism which, 
in its anti-colonialism and demands for freedom 
from “foreign exploitation,” too often parallels 
Communist aims. 

The situation explains in part why Brazil, per- 
haps the warmest friend of the United States 
in South America, has been torn by anti-North 
American rioting. It explains why it is possible, 
when Washington announces an exchange of 
wheat for strategic minerals, that Communist 
propagandists can make it appear to some 
Brazilians that we are robbing them of their 
mineral wealth. 

Moreover, the ease with which the Commu- 
nists can take over nationalism explains why the 
party retains influence—enough to cause serious 
trouble—in a nation where the party is out- 
lawed, The mere act of outlawing has accom- 
plished little. It has been too easy for the 
Communists to hide behind other fronts and 
names, and to reappear as nationalists. 


Certain economic facts underlie the appeal of 
nationalism. One is Brazil’s econoinic depend- 
ence on the United States. Another is the stark 
contrast between wealth and poverty in the 
cities, and the constant movement from rural 
areas to the city slums. Still amother is the 
grave rise in living eosts precipitated by the 
ambitious Brazilian industrialization program. 
Prices have risen 22 per cent in eight months. 

Economic assistance from the United States 
is the obvious answer to these conditions. Bet- 
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ter trade relations will be needed to keep a 
friend. Yet in the struggle for Brazilian sym- 
pathies, the economic answer is not enough. As 
-W. H. Lawrence wrote in The New York Times 
four long years ago: 

Many of the battles for men’s minds In 
South America now go to the Communists 
and other anti-United States forces by de- 
fault. . . . One major handicap—indeed it 
might be catalogued in the list of Brazilian 
complaints—ig that the United States prop- 
aganda effort in Brazil and ut the 
Americas was drastically curtailed at the 
end of the war. 

If Brazilian Communists can make a shipment 
of American wheat seem a vicious attempt at 
exploitation, with any success at all, then it is 
time for us to consider new and better ap- 
proaches to the people of Brazil and to put more 
money behind them. It is not enough to help 
underdeveloped countries, It is equally neces- 
sary to explain ourselves. ‘ 
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The Fairest Way 

. The usually enlightened AFL Machinists’ Dis- 
trict 9 has announced its opposition to the pro- 
posed City Charter amendment on the St. Louis 
earnings tax. That fs a,disappointment. 

Lloyd Weber, the chief business representative 
of this union group, has trotted out all the old 
arguments against the tax. For example, he de- 
clares the Charter change would provide no ex- 
emptions for those with very low earning power. 

While that statement is not inaccurate, neither 
is it complete. The amendment would permit the 
Board of Aldermen to continue the levy at a 
rate no greater than the present 44 of one per 
cent. Moreover, it specifically states that the 
aldermen “shall have power to allow exemptions 
and deductions.” 

Mr. Weber also fears that the tax, once author- 
ized, might become a permanent fixture. Al- 
though no man can foresee the future, it does 
seem reasonable to assume that the municipal 
corporation for some time to come will require 
at least as much revenue as it now does. The city 
may even need more money than at present. 

For one thing, it is going to have to come up 
with a substantial sum to pay policemen the 
higher wages that in all justice are overdtie. And 
so long as other municipal employes are paid 
the going rate, the need for earnings tax revenue 
will not abate. 

What is perhaps Mr. Weber’s most serious 
charge is his contention that the city has not ex- 
hausted the traditional sources of taxation. He 
spoke specifically of real estate. Let's examine 
that one. 

Real estate in St. Louis is assessed at some 
50 per cent of true value, according to Mayor 
Tucker. That is the highest in the state. Equally 
important, the tax rate for municipal purposes 


is at the maximum that can be levied by the | 


aldermen without a vote of the people. That rate 
is $1 on each $100 of assessed property valuation. 

Under the statutes it can be increased by up 
to 30 cents for a period of not more than four 
years—provided it is submitted to a vote and 
wins a two-thirds favorable majority. On the 
basis that each cent of tax produces $160,000 in 
revenue, a 30-cent rise would provide only 
$4,800,000. 

Not only would this be insufficient, it also 
would be squeezed from St. Louis property own- 
ers, and from them alone. The earnings tax pro- 
duces more than $8,000,000, of which well over a 
third is paid by St. Louis county residents who 
earn their living in the city. 

St, Louis needs this revenue to continue exist- 
ing municipal services and.to lay the groundwork 
for a program of public improvements that will 
benefit the whole metropolitan area. In our 
opinion the earnings tax is the fairest method of 
sharing the burden. We hope many of Mr. Web- 
er’s machinists will agree when on Sept. 30 
they mark their ballots in the privacy of the 
voting booth. 
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What Texas Does for the Cockroach 

A most interesting study of some unusually 
tough cockroaches from Southwestern Texas is 
being made in the entomology department of 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute. Tests show that 
this Texas strain is 100 times as resistant to 
chlordane, the noted cockroach killer, as is the 
ordinary cockroach. They also show that the 
Texas stfain is not a super cockroach but is 
really an inferior type of the well-known house- 
hold pest. What other State in the Union but 
Texas could take an inferior type of cockroach 
and transform it into so robust a strain that it 
is practically impervious to the latest and most 
lethal of science’s anti-insect weapons? 
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Postponed, but to When? 

Postponement of hearings on the proposed 
Dixon-Yates contract by the Senate-House Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee is a desirable step, 
as far as it goes. The contract, which President 
Eisenhower has directed the Atomic Energy 
Commission to sign, would provide for a syn- 
dicate of private utility holding companies to 
build a steam generating plant and supply elec- 
tric power to AEC for the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Every Democratic member of the committee 
already had engagements to be away from 
Washington on Sept. 2, the day the hearings 
had been scheduled to start. The date accord- 
ingly had been protested by Senator Anderson 
of New Mexico, a committee member. 

The postponement is to the good also because 
it was requested by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to get the proposed contract with 
Dixon-Yates in final form. This is a tacit ad- 
mission that the contract is not satisfactory as 
it stands. P 

The disturbing angle of the postponement is 
that the hearings were deferred indefinitely 
rather than to any specific date. Indefiniteness 
about when the hearings are to be held is bound 
to give rise to fears that they may never be 
held at all—that the Republican leadership 
headed by Chairman Cole of New York will let 
them quietly die aborning.

Congress is a forum in which constant 
attempts are made at wit and humor. But 
the comment has been made by close 
readers of the Record that the essays at 
wit and humor by Congressmen are less 
successful than the 
poesy with which 
they often adorn 
the publication, 
sometimes the prod- 
ucts of their own 
Muses. 

Whether or not 
this evaluation is as 
untrue as it is un- 
kind, the fact re- 
mains that congres- 
sional equipment 
for the production 
of satire — particu- 
larly ‘the Gead-pan © 
kind —is so scarce 
that those who have 
possessed it are among the immortals. 


Proctor Knott's speech about Duluth, 
“the zenith city of the unsalted seas,” is 
an eternal classic of Capitol oratory. 
Worthy of comparison was Millard E. 
Tydings’s burlesque about “the canals 
of Vermont” in ridiculing an appropria- 
tion which carried the implication that 
the Gretn Mountain State is a replica 
of Holland.

Between Book Ends 


Dublin’s Wildest Wit 


COLLECTED POEMS, by Oliver St. John Gogarty. 

(The Devin-Adair Company, 212 pgs.. $5.) 

As a friend of Yeats, Moore, Joyce 
and other writers of the Irish renais- 
sance, Oliver Gogarty was long the live- 
liest of wits in their company. With 
their passing, he did not emerge from 
the shadow of his better known country- 
men and still remains one of the most 
neglected living Irish poets. 

His work is assentbled in this book un- 
der several headings: “Odes and Ad- 
dresses,” “Earth and Sea,” “Satires and 
Facetiae,” “Love and Beauty,” “Life and 
Death” and “Ele- 
gies.” The limer- 
icks and other 
pieces which made 
his reputation in 
days of the Sinn 
Fein rebellion are 
missing here, but 
the final, strained 
“collection” is ur- 
bane, sophisticated 
and‘ delightful. 

At the risk of of- 
fending Gaelic 
pride we might say 
that Gogarty has 
Anglicized his 
work; yet, like 
Yeats, he borrows mostly the form and 
little of the style of the English poets. 
Here and there a translation from the 
Persian, some lines on Vermont or Ohio, 
or a classical chorus appear among 
verses with Irish local color and inten- 
sify the universal quality of Gogarty’s 
poetry. 

Prefacing the work are appreciations 
by Yeats, A. E. and Horace Reynolds 
reprinted from earlier volumes. The 
Reynolds essay, with its charming anec 
dotes, reminds us that Gogarty’s person- 
al life has been as many-sided as his 
writing. A Dublin physician, he also 
served as an Irish Senator and was an 
able athlete, airman and sports car en- 
thusiast—in fact, something of an ut 


crowned hot rod champion even in his 
fifties.

The 
latter had never, in truth, really 
accepted the nomination by their 
party of this political nevice, 
outsider and one-time Democrat.

BERN, Switzerland, Aug. 30 
(AP)—The greatest of all five 
European track and field cham- 
pionships showed today the 
emergence of Russia as a steadi- 
ly increasing power and marked 


the defeat of one of the world’s 
greatest runners. 

There was something sad in 
seeing Emil Zatopek, of Czecho- 
slovakia surrender his crown yes- 
terday in the 5000-meter run. 

Zatopek recognized he was 
outclassed by a sturdy Russian 
sailor, Viadimir Kuc, and he ap- 
peared listless and didn’t even 
try for second place against Brit- 
ain’s Chris Chataway. 

This was no fluke defeat for 
the man who won three gold 
medals in the 1952 Olympics at 
Helsinki, and who held every 
world mark from three miles and 
up. 
Kuc broke Zatopek’s world 
record with a masterful 13 min- 
utes, 56.6 seconds, and also bet- 
tered the Chataway-Fred Green 
three-mile mark with 13:27.4. 
Zatopek’s old record for the 5000 
meters was 13 minutes, 57.2 sec- 
onds. 

Zatopek was in good condition, 
for he won the 10,000 meters on 
the first day in pouring rain and 
on a soggy track. He previously 
had run the distance in better 
time than his 28:58 last Wednes- 
day, but no one was within 26 
seconds of him on the opening 
day of the meet. } 

Another athlete who made his-

Barnes emphasized that the 
department does not regard all 
mergers as sinister. i 
“We don’t take the attitude 
that there is something wrong 
with sheer bigness if competi- 
tion isn’t affected,” he said. 

Brownell Remark Recalled. 

His remarks, however, under- 
scored a statement made last 
April by Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell Jr., in ree 
an anti-trust investigation of the 
automobile industry. : 

“Where it appears that there 
may be danger of a serious 
shrinkage in the number of com- 
petitors engaged in a basic iIn~ 
dustry, the department believes 
the causes are wo e - 
tion,” Brownell said. “For it is 
the American philosophy that 
freedom and progress are best 
served by multiple centers of 
activity rather than by undue 
concentrations of power.” 

Barnes explained that com- 
panies which want to be sure 
their merger plans do not vio- 
late the anti-trust laws, often 
ask the department for advance 
approval.

Liu Seems Pushed Aside. 

Liu, the fourth of today’s 
quadrumvirate of Chinese Red 
leaders, hails from Mao’s prov- 
ince of Hunan. He studied in 
Moscow and joined the party in 
1922. Slim and ascetic, he was 
a miner in his youth and later 
became the dogmatic’ Marxist- 
Communist theorist of the par- 
ty. A respecter of Leninism (as 
opposed to Stalin’s deviations 
from it) Liu seems gradually to 
be pushed aside by the ambi- 
tious and able Chou. 

Whoever emerges as the dic- 
tator after Mao, he faces a long, 
tough job. Although Red China 
has increased its power many 
times since Mao took over, it is 
a long, long way from out of 
the woods.

‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 — 
President Eisenhower yesterday 
appealed for the election of a 
Republican Congress in Novem- 
ber to help him carry out the 

remainder of his program. 

The National Citizens for Eis- 
enhower congressional commit- 
tee released the text of a cam- 
paign film, “Year of Big Deci- 
sion,” the President haa made 
to be shown throughout the 
country. 

Making one of his strongest 
campaign speeches yet for a Re- 
publican Congress, President 
Eisenhower quoted the admoni- 
tion of another Republican Pres- 
ident—Abraham Lincoln—not to 
change horses in the middle of a 
stream. 

. ‘Great Responsibility.’ 

President Eisenhower said that 
this “is indeed a year of big 
decision,” and that the voters, 
in choosing their representa- 
tives in the new Congress, have 
“a great responsibility.” 

He added that when devoted 
to good Government, “politics is 
the noblest of professions” and 
one im which “all Americans 
have an abiding obligation to be 
enrolled.” 

In the election two years ago 
our citizens showed their de- 
termination to have a govern- 
mént dedicated to high prin- 
ciples and to the accomplisment 
—over a four-year period—of a 
new program of progressive and 
vigorous action at home and 
abroad,” President Eisenhower 
said. 

“This program is midway in 
its progress toward enactment. 
During the past two years, even 
though the Republican party has 
held only a yery slim majority 
in Congress, the merit of its 
program has led to a high rec- 


ord of achievement . ,.. but we 
cannot stop here. The pro 
gram’s future success and vi- 
tality now rest squarely with 
you. 
‘Judged on Accomplishments.’ 
“In our system a majority 
party is properly judged on its 
legislative accomplishments. .I 
most earnestly hope, therefore, 
that this Administration witl 
have a clear-cut opportunity to 
carry out its four-year program, 
“We know... our affairs op- 
erate best when the executive 
and legislative branches of our 
Government have the same polit- 
ical complexion.

GOOD nursery school has 
A enousn indoor and outdoor 

space, safe and sanitary con- 
ditions, a trained staff, and num- 
erous other requisites, according 
to the people who set up stand- 
ards for that sort of thing. There 
is nothing in the rule book 
which states that the owner of a 
good nursery school should take 
her successful business and turn 
it over to the parents of her 
young charges to own and op- 
erate. That, however, is what 
Dee Dunnagan did with her La- 
due Nursery School. It is only 
one of the things which makes 
her unique among nursery 
school operators. 

Parents at Ladue Nursery 
School, now operating from 
Hudson and Gilhert roads in La- 
due but soon to be moved to 
Ballas and ConWay roads, are in- 
clined to wax enthusiastic and 
even ecstatic when they talk 
about Dee Dunnagan. Not only 
do they praise her high stand- 
ards, which are_ self-imposed, 
since there are no state or com- 
munity regulations governing 
nursery schools; they also ad- 
mire her attitude which led her 
to take her. school, and its sum- 
mer establishment, Lucky Day 
Camp, and turn them into a non- 
profit organization solely * be- 
cause she wanted to see those 
high standards continued. 


“The nursery had been run- 
ning about 10 years when I de- 
cided that if it had any purpose 
in existing, it should belong to 
a group, not an individual,” 
Mrs. Dunnagan explained. “I 
catled a meeting of the parents 
and toid them I'd like to give it 
to them because I felt some- 
thing educational should not 


depend on the life span of one | 


person but should perpetuate 
itself. I gave them the furniture, 
equipment, business, the group 
incorporated, and I went to 
work for them on a salary.” 

She did not give away the 
two acres on which the school 
was located—‘“unfortunately I’m 
not in an income bracket which 
would allow me to do that,” she 
says regretfully—but when it 
seemed advisable to the group 
to seek newer, larger quarters, 
she sold the land and loaned 
the association the money to 
buy a new site. Right now she’s 
working as hard as any of the 
parents on their building fund 
drive, 


Dee Dunnagan’s keen interest

ORDINARILY, in a family, 
parents and brothers and sis- 
ters achieve this discipline al- 
most unconsciously.

No 
child is too young for help 
on the psychiatric level if he 
is lacking a normal existence 
in his home life.

HELPFUL in this regard is 
a pamphlet in the series of
